The Institution reserves the right to 
exclude nt nny time a student whose 
conduct or ncndemlc record or both 
proves unsatlsfnctory. A student Judged 
out of sympathy with the spirit and 
ideals of the College will be excluded. 

Tlie College also reserves the right to 
inspect all students' rooma.

t. Grades— The following symbols are

An E grade must be made up durlnB 
the next semester where laboratory prac- 
tice is not necessary. In case of specific 
laboratory techniques being involved 
the E grade must be made up in the se- 
mester when the course is next sched- 
uled. All E grades not removed ac- 
cording to these instructions shall auto- 
matically become F grades. 

ri Quality Points 

Quality points are given as fol'ows 
Each hour of A gives 3 points: of ^ 
2 points: of C 1 point; of D, no point 
of E and F. -1 point. 

rri Quality Point itequirements 

1. For graduation a 1.0 average fC) 
is required. 

2. If a student has a point aver- 
age below: 1.0 (C) In any semes- 
ter or a cumulative point aver- 
age below 1.0 (C), his case shall 
be referred to the Faculty 
Committee on Admissions. The 
committee may request the 
withdrawal of the student fro'm 
college. 
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3. Failure to achieve a cumulat- 
ive point average o£ 1.0 (C) by 
the end o£ the sophomore year 
will necessitate a request lor 
the students withdrawal from 
the college. 

4. For a student teaching assign- 
ment a 1.0 (C) average In the 
fields of ■pecialization is re- 
quired. 

Dropping SUOiect;, and Changing 
Courses 

I No course shall be dropped 
without a penalty grade of F 
alter the third week of a se- 
mester; prior to such time, the 
student must secure the ap- 
proval of the Instructor of the 
course. Director of the Depart- 
ment, and the Dean of Instruc- 
tion for such withdrawal. 
2, Students who desire to trans- 
fer from their Department 
must secure the written consent 
of the Director of their De- 
partment, the Director of the 
Department to which they re- 
quest transfer, and. If under 21, 
parents permission, subject to 
the approval of the admissions 
Committee. 
3 Students are classified accord- 
ing to the number of semester 
hour credits they have earned 
according to the following scale 
Less than 32 credits — Fresh- 
man classification 
32-63 credits — Sophomore clasBt- 

ification 
64-95 cfedite — Junior classifi- 
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cation 
96 or more credits — ^Senior 
classification 

V. Additional Work 

Students who wish to carry 
from one to three hours of work 
beyond the regular program for 
their semester must: (a) make a 
2.0 average for their previous 
work; (b) secure in advance the 
written approval of the Director 
of their Department, and the Dean 
of Instruction. These conditions 
cannot be met in the first semes- 
ter of residence. 

Vri. Absences and Excuses 

Absence from class is regarded 
as likely evidence of neglect and 
indifference on the part of the 
student. On the other hand, 
neither is a student expected to 
jeopardize his health in an overly 
zealous effort to meet his class 
commitments. 

You may have your absences 
recoi'ded in the offices of the 
personnel Deans by presenting 
satisfactory evidence of illness or 
equally justifiable cause. 

(*) A student with a quality 
point average of less than 1.0 or a 
student on academic probation 
may not be absent. 

Absences are not permitted in 
any student teaching assignment. 

Responsibility rests with th" 
individual student for a number of 
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absences equal to the number of 
semester hours for which a course 
Is offered. Make-up work of any 
sort resulting from absences in- 
curred may be permitted at the 
discretion of the instructor of the 
course. Any subsequent absence 
must be Justified by evidence of 
a bona fide illness or equally 
Justiflnbic cause to prevent loss of 
credit. 

If a student accumulates a 
number of absences in a course 
equal to twice the number of 
semester hours for which the 
course Is offered, the case must be 
revl<-wcd by the Curriculum Com- 
mittee before credit can be grant- 
ed In that course. 

Musical Organizations — more 
than two absences Is likely to re- 
sult In the loss of credit. 

Assembly — each absence after 
the second will result In the loss 
of a quality point. 

(See paragraph • above.) 

Absence from class twenty- 
four hours prior to the beginning 
of or twenty-four hours after the 
termination of a vacation will be 
counted as a double absence. 

Any student who is ill and de- 
sires to go home must be granted 
approval to leave by the physician 
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or nurse through the personnel 
Deans. 

Anticipated absences based on 
valid cause may be authorized in 
the Office of the Dean of Instruc- 
tion. 

Students or student groups 
may be absent to attend only con- 
ferences and professional activi- 
ties that are scheduled at fixed 
dates or arranged by inter-collegc 
organizations and sanctioned by 
the college administration. 

Absences of Music Students 
attending the Pennsylvania Col- 
legiate Music Festivals will be au- 
thorized in accordance with the 
scale based on accumulative grade 
point ratios and issued from the 
Music Department office. 



Accumulative Grade Point 
Ratios: Absences: 

1.0 to 1.4 inclusive None 

1.5 to 1.9, inclusive. Granted 

for one festival. 
2.0 and above. Granted for two 

festivals. 

VII. Transfers 

1. Transfers will be accepted only 
on presentation of complete en- 
trance records and official rec- 
ords including honorable dis- 
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missal from the institution or in- 
stitutions previously attended. 
The Dean of Instruction may re- 
quest from the institution con- 
cerned Information concerning 
the personal traits and charac- 
teristics of the Individual trans- 
terrine. 

Credit may be given only for 
courses where grades above the 
lowest passing grade in the in- 
stitution attended have been re- 
ceived. 

Any tran.'^for cre-Mt given is con- 
ditioned upon the transfer stu- 
dent completing a full semestei 
of work with a 1.0 average (C) 

Transfer students shall be re- 
quired to present a marked gen- 
eral catalog of the instltutiop 
from which they are transfer- 
ring containing course descrip- 
tions 



VIII. Regulations Concerning Examlna- 

tlOQS 

The following policies concerning 
the administration of examinations 
have been adopted by the Admin- 
istrative Council: 

I A minimum of three systematic 
evaluations of student achieve- 
ment shall be made during each 
semester. 
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a. Wherever possible, more than 
one type of test, including 
the subjectiva test, should be 
used by the instructor of 
any subject during a semes- 
ter's work. 

Semester grades shall be based 
on as many factors as possible, 
such as results of tests and ex- 
aminations, project. Individual 
participation in class, term re- 
ports, individual special re- 
ports, growth, laboratory work, 
field work, and the like.

All llbrnr.v books, unless otherwise In- 
dlrnted. are charged out for 2 weeks 
with the privilege of renewal if not re- 
served for another borrower. Books with 
colored cards In them are charged out 7, 
3, or 1 day only, and may not be re- 
newed without special permission. The 
date due Is stamped on the dating slip 
facing the back cover. All books are 
subject to Immediate recall if needed 
for the Reserve Book shelf.

Library material which the stuaent 
wishes to borrow must be signad for at 
the Circuiation or Reserve DesKs, and re- 
turned to the desk from which It wasi 
charged . 

Reference books (marked "R"), bound 
magazines, and rare Items such as some 
old books on Pennsylvania history, are 
restricted to use in the library except by 
special permission. 

Back issues of unbound magazines 
may circulate for 3 days and may not be 
renewed. Bound magazines must be us- 
ed in the Library. They cannot be 
checked for outside use. No more than 
3 may be charged to one person. Maga- 
zines do not go out over vacations. 

The latest copies of magazines can not 
be taken out of the library except for 
ihs hours during which the library is 
closed. They are due as soon as the li- 
brary opens and the fines are the same 
as for the Reserved Books. 

All pictures -will be charged out for 2 
weeks with the privilege of renewal.

4. Loss of n library book should be 
reported Immediately to the librarian. 
Books not returned after three over- 
due notices have been sent are consid- 
ered lost and the borrower is billed for 
the mnterlal loKt. The student is given 
a period of time free of fines in order 
to search for the material. 

5. There will be a charge of 2 eentb a 
day on each overdue picture and a fine 
of 25 cents for euch lost picluie except 
for especially fine prints where the 
charue will depend on the original cost 
of the picture. 



Reserve Books 

Books designated b.y faculty members 
as reserve material for the use of their 
students, may be obtained at the Re- 
serve Desk by asking for them by au- 
thor and call number. Reserve books are 
llstad in a notebook at the desk and are 
arranged under the names of the profes- 
sors who have reserved them. 

During the hours the Library is open, 
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reserve books are signed out to be used 
only IN the Library. They may be 
taken from the library during the hours 
it is closed providing they are checked 
out for that time. They are due as soon 
as the Library opens except that Re- 
serve books taken out overnight are 
not due until 9:30 a. m. 

Fines. 25 cents for the first hour, or 
fraction of an hour, and 5 cents for each 
succeodlng hour, or fraction of an hour, 
is charged for overdue Reserve books, 
until they are returned. 

Rental Collection 

The library maintains a Rental Collec- 
tion of recent populeir boolcs and wel- 
comes suggestions from students for new 
purchases. These books may be rented 
for 2c a day. 

Recordings 

Recordings, owned by the Music Edu- 
cation Department, but housed In the 
Library, may be borrowed for one week 
by students with written permission of 
a member of the Music Education fac- 
ulty. They are not to be used by stu- 
dents in their rooms but must be taken 
to room 116 of the Arts Building and 
used from there. 

Services to Outside Patrons 

Persons not connected with the col- 
lege may pay $2.00 for the privilege of 
using the college library. If the $2.00 



deposit Is not called for within 2 months 
it will revert to the Library. 

Included under this regulation are 
graduates of the college who are now 
teaching within the sorvice area, per- 
sons living in Mansfield, and those re- 
siding in nearby towns. 

Not more than tlire« books or maga- 
zines may be taken out at one time. 

Former faculty members have the 
same privileges as active members.

The report of the committee including 
the candidates activity record, shall be 
made at a meeting of the Student Gov- 
ernment Association and posted accord- 
ingly. Following the report of the com- 
mittee, nominations for any office 
may be made by filing a petition in 
the Dean of Instruction's Office within 
one week after meeting. This petition 
shall be filed on a standard form cover- 
ing the following points: 

a. Name of candidate 

b. Name of office sought 

c. Signatures of a minimum of 50 and 
a maximum of 60 members of the 
associations. Members are allowed 
to sign only one petition for one 
office. 

d. Signature of the candidate indicat- 
ing his or her willingness to serve. 

At the next meeting ot tne association 
all presidential nominees shall make a 
speech of not to exceed ten (10) minutes 
on some pertinent view of the 
college. The President shall be a senior 
who will be enrolled for two academic 
semesters, the Vice President, a junior, 
the Secretary, a sophomore, and the 
Treasurer, a junior. The names of the 
candidate shall be submitted for 
approval to the Dean of Instruction, the 
Point System Chairman, and the organ- 
izfiticn adviser or advisers. 

Election shall be held no sooner than 
two days after the speeches of the presi- 
dential nominees.

Section 1. The period from 6:45 p. m. 
to 7:30 each Tuesday shall be reserved 
for meetings of the Association. The 
meetings shall be called by the Women's 
Dormitory Council President or the Dean 
of Women. 

Section 2. The Women's Dormitory 
Council shall have regular meetings on 
the second and fourth Monday evenings 
of each month. Special meetings may be 
called by the President.

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REGULATIONS FOR WOMEN STU- 
DENTS LIVING IN THE 
DORMITORY 

In a college where a number of per- 
sons live together, It Is necessary to 
have some form of social control or 
Kovemmont. The Women's Dormitory 
Council Is the Rovernlng body and has 
adopted the following rcRulatlons to pro- 
mote tho hUThrst Ktandards for women 
students. THnorniicc of the regulations 
Is not cxrusnble. It is the responsibility 
of each Mansfield woman student to 
live up to theiie itnndards. 

1. DORMITORY OnCANIZATION 

n. A normltnrv roimell consisting of 
eight upp<*rrInRHtTion is Installed in May 
to art for thr next current college year. 

b. At the end of the first six weeks of 
tho school year, two Freshmen represent* 
nllvps are elected to the Council. 

c. Tills nrgnnl/jitlon has specific duties 
iind Bulhorlly concerning regulations and 
.inv violations of these regulations. 

d. Th<> Denn of Women and the Assist- 
ant Dean of Womi-n act ns advisors to 
the Council. 

e. If tho Council encounters problems 
serious enough to submit to higher au- 
thority, the Dean of Women will present 
the case to the College Administration. 

2. QinET HOUHS 

a. On Mondoy, Tuesda.y. Wednesday 
and Tbwrsdaw sIikIv hoip;: arc dcsit^nat- 
ed from 7:30 p.m. to 10 p.m. During 
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these hours, no student is to make any 
noise that would be disturbing to any 
one who is studying. 

b. On Sunday. Monday, Tuesday. Wed- 
nesday and Thursday, night quiet hours 
are designated from 11:00 p.m. to 7:00 
a. m. 

c. On Friday night quiet hours are 
from 12:00 midnight to Saturday 9:00 
a.m. and on Saturday from 12:00 mid- 
night to Sunday 9:00 a.m. 

d. On Spacial dance nights quiet hours 
t>egin one half hour after the time that 
the students are in the dormitory for the 
night. 

e. Typewriters may not be used In 
students' rooms or in the corridors dur- 
ing night quiet hours. After 11 p. m., 
typewriters may be used on seventh 
floor. 

f. Radios may be played during study 
hours, but MUST be tuned so that they 
cannot be heard outside the room. Ra- 
dios MAY NOT be played at all during 
night quiet hours. 

3 ABSENCE FROM CAMPUS 

a. All students may leave the campus 
during the day to visit approved homes 
and restaurants and attend church ser- 
vices and the Twain Theatre. 

b. At night Sophomores, Juniors, and 
Seniors may leave the campus as indi- 
cated above. Frsehmen may have this 
privilege after the first nine weeks. 

c. At night on Friday, Saturday and 
Sunday all students may leave the cam- 
pus to visit approved homes and restau- 
rants and to attend church services and 
the Twain Theatre. 
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d. No woman student is to visit any 
residence where men students are liv- 
ing other than their own homes unless 
permission Is obtained from the Dean 
of Women's Office. 

Permission for a sroup social function 
or party at tl>e residence of a man stu- 
dent must be secured from the Dean of 
Women's Office. 

e. To bo absent from the town of 
Mansfield over week-ends (except her 
own home) from Friday to Monday 
mornlnR. pcrmlSHlon must be obtained 
from the Di-nn of Women's Office and 
slKDlnK out Is donr there. To go to her 
own hump over the woelf-end, a gen- 
crnl prunlsNlon Ih Krnnted ench and she 
muHt siHn out on her own respective 
floor with no further permission. How- 
ever. If yciu Ijikc a Inter permission to 
come bark on a Sunday night, sign out 
In the sperlal book In the office. 

f. If n girl Is to l>e the guo.st of a man 
student on another college c.impus. she 
must hnvr a letter of permission from 
her home sent directly to the Dean of 
Women's Office. 

g. After a rninpus dance for which 
any special late permission has been is- 
sued, unpiM'i'liissinen must have a written 
p<Tmlioilon from home to return to their 
own homes that night or to go to the 
home of a friend or relative. Freshmen 
may go to their own home with proper 
permission and letter. 

h. If a girl signs out for home on Fri- 
dny night and returns to the campus 
Saturday, sho Is under college regula- 
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tions again; so if a girl signs out for 
home Friday, but returns to campus for 
a dance Saturday night, she must have 
the written permission from home re- 
quired In the above instances to return 
home again that night. 

1. If at the beginning of a vacation a 
girl plans to visit elsewhere before going 
to her own home, permission should be 
obtained at the Dean of Women's Of- 
fice. 

j. If a girl remains on campus but de- 
sires to stay In a room other than her 
own, she must register this intention 
with her Dormitory Council Representa- 
tive. This permission is granted ONLY 
on Friday and Saturday nights. Excep- 
tions are made individually if a girl's 
roommate is at home ill for a period of 
Time. 



4. RETURN TO DORMITORY

r. A Klrl should strive always to get 
to the aormltory by five or ten of the 
hour to avoid the possibility of being 
late. When rrturnlna to the dormitory 
after a lute pFrnilsslon girls enter the 
bulldlni throuiih the door on second 
floor by the AdmlnUtratlve Offices. A 
girl on duty In the Dean's office will 
prrfnlt hi-r to rnter lifter ringing the bell. 
Each gill Is responsible for signing her 
name ond the exiict time she returned 
on a doHlgniitrd sheet or the permission 
book In the office of the Dean of Women.

the Men's Dormitory Association. 

The names of the candidates shall be 
submitted for approval to the Organiza- 
tion Adviser, Dean of Instruction, and 
the Point-System Chairman. 

Voting shall be by secret ballot. A 
majority of votes cast shall constitute 
an election. In case there are more than 
two candidates for one office, and no 
one receives a majority of the votes 
cast, a second election shall be held with 
the two highest as candidates.

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FIRE REGULATIONS 

On discovering a fire, ring the nearest 
fire alarm. Upon hearing a fire alarm 
signal, which is repeated short rings the 
building should be vacated quickly and 
orderly. When a fire alarm occurs, stu- 
dents should make certain that their 
room doors and windows are closed, and, 
if at night, room lights should be turn- 
ed on before leaving. 

Use of Exits 

In vacating the building in case of 
fire, the south exit will be used by stu- 
dents living in the following rooms: 
first floor, rooms 102 through 109, sec- 
ond floor, rooms 210 through 218, third 
floor, rooms 310 through 318, fourth floor, 
rooms 410 through 418. The east exit 
will be used by students living In the 
following rooms: second floor, rooms 200 
through 209, third floor, rooms 300 
through 309, fourth floor, rooms 400 
through 409. The Student Lounge will be 
vacated through the terrace exit. The 
Recreation Room and the Music Prac- 
tice Rooms will be vacated by means of 
the south exit from the Recreation 
Room. 

FRATERNITY AND CLUB INITIATIONS 

No physical punishment shall be ad- 
ministered at any time. 

The public initiation program shall be 
submitted in writing for approval to the 
sponsor, the Dean of Men, at least one 
day before the Initiation begins. 
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The Initiation program shall include no 
iic'tlvitics on the campus during class 
hours and no activities which disturb 
U>e public in general. 

A limited numlu'r of off-campus activ- 
ities will be permitted durins class hours, 
provided that there Is no Interference 
with the class attendance of the candi- 
date.

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RULES AND REGULATIONS GOVERN- 
ING ATHLETIC COMPETITION OF 
PENNSYLVANIA STATE TEACH- 
ERS COLLEGES 

ARTICLE VII 
Eligibility Rules 

Eligibility rules are regulated by 
action of Teacher College Board of 
Presidents. 

A. RESPONSIBILITY. The President of 
each College shall be responsible for 
its athletic PROGRAM. He or his 
authorized representative shall Ac- 
company any team which represents 
the College in any athletic contest. 

B. CERTIFIED ELIGIBILITY LISTS. 

At least four days before every offic- 
ial game, eligibility lists, certified 
by the President of the competing 
colleges, shall be exchanged, (ON 
FORMS PROVIDED BY THE CON- 
FERENCE SECRETARY). 

C. ELIGIBILITY. 

1. Years of Competition. A student 
shall not be allowed more than four 
years of intercollegiate competition. 

2. (A STUDENT MUST COMPLETE 
HIS INTERCOLLEGIATE COMPE- 
TITION WITHIN A FIVE YEAR 
PERIOD FROM THE DATE OF 
FIRST MATRICULATION AT ANY 
COLLEGE. (THIS RESTRICTION 
MAY BE WAIVED IN THE CASE 
OF A VETERAN OR DRAFTEE.) 
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Interpretation: In determining years 
of competition in all cases, the £oI- 
lowlnn provision applies: Participa- 
tion, however brief, In any Inter- 
collcKlntc athletic competition In 
.iny collcKc or Junior college will 
caiiKc that year to count as one of 
the nllotcd years of competition. 

Note: The restrictions of Section III- 
c: arc waived In the case of a vet- 
eran. The year or years during 
which a student may have repre- 
■ I '■■il any College,- as a service 
! I. .line in intcrcollcRlnte athletic 
iDrupelillon, shall not count in his 
total yenrK of clislbillty.

b. The student who trains at a 
training camp with a College be- 
fore the football season opens but 
who does not register (MATRICU- 
LATE) at the College Is eligible to 
enter a teachers college and play 
that season. (MATRICU1.ATION

COMPLETION OF REGISTRATION

c. A student transferring from a 
regularly accredited Junior college 
shall not be affected by this rule. 

5. Amateur Rul". A student compet- 
ing In Intercollegiate athletics shall 
be an amateur In good standing.

a. Participation in any athletic com- 
petition under an assumed name, 
or otherwise with intent to deceive. 

b. Directly or indirectly receiving 
money or remuneration for partlcl-

D. VARSITY COMPETITION. A teachers 
college varsity team may compete 
only with varsity teams of four year 
degree granting Colleges in regularly 
scheduled games. 

Interpretations :

2. Where scheduling difficulties are 
encountered, this rule may be 
waived by the Athletic Committee 
of the Board of Presidents. 

E. PLAYING AND PRACTICE SEASON.

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EXTRA-CLASS POINT SYSTEM 

The extra-class point system at Mans- 
field State Teachers College alms to dis- 
tribute responsibilities and honors in ex- 
tra-class activities among the maximum 
number of students, to assist students In 
balancing their class and extra-class ac- 
tivities, to develop competent leader- 
ship in the student body, and to promote 
efficiency in each activity. 

For the accomplishment of these pur- 
poses, each recognized extra-class activ- 
ity office has been assigned a certain 
value in points, ranging from one to ten, 
the number being determined by the 
amount of work entailed by that activity 

No student may carry more than ten 
points and no student may serve as 
president of more than one organization 
at a time. 

Extra-class points are not credited to- 
ward academic standing. 

The point system is administered by a 
member of the Student Council. It shall 
be the duty of this member to enforce 
the point system and to record all activ- 
ities of students in card catalogues con- 
taining a card for each student. 

The secretaries of all student groups 
must submit lists of all members and all 
officers within one week after organiza- 
tion in the fall and within two days 
after admissions or elections whenever 
these occur during the year.
